THE MANITOBA INSI I 1 I; lloN loll TUB 
DEAP NEARLY DEH'I KO V Kl> BT 
FIRE. 
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The Manitoba Institution for 
Deaf and Dumb is now in ruins ! 

Many friends, who are inli 
in the Institution, will be shocked 
to learn that this fine structure has 
the prey of King Fire. lb-re I 
give all the information I have ga- 
thered so far at this writing. 

Yesterday morning (Oct. 27th) at 
10.30, the postman was on hi 
rounds, when he noticed smoke 
issuing from tho tower which sur- 
mounted the roof of the building, 
and suspecting that the building was 
on fire, notified Prof. Mclleiinid, 
who was at that time engaged with 

the pupils ill the class-looms. Mr. 
McDcrmid hurried to the top slorv 
of the Institution, and was startled 
to discover the room full of smoke. 
He immediately prepared the hose 
fire-apparatus, which was arranged on 
the inside of the building, but, owing 
to the great, rush of smoke, he could 
not use it, as the fire was located in 
the attic. An alarm was sent, to the 
city fire stations, the nearest of which 
was nearly a mile distant, and the 

brigade responded promptly. By 

the time of their arrival on the 
scene, Ihe lire had Spread all over the 
top of the building, fanned by ;i 

breeze, To add tin- danger of the 

situation, the Institution was sil uated 
out of the limits of fire protection, 

the nearest place where water could 

be got for this purpose being about 
larter of a mile a way. Tho 
chemicals Accomplished but little 
work, and the flames gained headway 
against the two-branched si renins 
from one hose, ;ir id several times if 
looked as though the whole building 
was doomed. 

About, noon, after burning all 
wood-work on the roof and third 
story, the fire reached tho brick 
wall's, and the flames began to yield 
to the control of the brave firemen, 
who soon extinguished Ihe fire. The 

third story was completely desi 

anil the second badly gutted. The 
walls were not damaged to any ex- 
tent. 

While the building was at the 
of the flames, a detachment of 

twenty one members of the Inlanlry 
School "under a lieutenant, speedily 
removed the contents on the first, and 
second floors, and carried them lo a 
place of safety. Nearly every piece 
of furniture in the Institution was 
saved, so were most of the goods be 
longing to Principal McDcrmid, Miss 
Hossie, the matron, and several 
others. 

As to tho origin of the fire, it, is 
an entire mystery. There was no one 
in the third story for some i [me before 
it was discovered, and no one con 
I with the institution could 
throw light on the mystery al f lu- 
time of writing. It was reported that 
a sick room was undei 
tion and that tin- I'm- had been - 
in that way. 

The loss to the building is about

For about a year past, communi- 
cations have appeared in several 
newspapers of the State, in which the 
management of the Institution was 
criticised, and oilier matters brought 
to the attention of the public which 
were entirely void of truth. As far 
as the publications referred to him- 
self, the Superintendent paid no at- 
tention to them, knowing full well 
the animus which prompted them. 

However, as soon as the groundless 
attacks affected directly the children 

placed under his charge, and those of 
their parents, he, at the earliest op- 

fiortunity repelled the cruel and 
leartless lies set afloat- by the man 
who seoms destitute of human feel- 

This fellow was the instrument 

by which the Cleveland Xi-im and 
Herald received a special last week, 
setting forth that tin 1 Institution was 
overrun by a scourge of typhoid 
fever, and that every means was 

being employed to keep the matter 

from the public. It staled that the 
epidemic was caused by pulling the 
children back from the I> to the A 
floor. The paper had it, 'from the 

tifth floor to the basement,' ami that 

the transfer of some years ago was 
owing to tin' overcrowded condition 
of the building ; that, the pupils 
were transferred in order lo allow the 

Superintendent room to lodge and 

board his friends ; that parents ol 
pupils are not allowed to visit them : 
that the water system is bad ; and 
thai through extravagance the Insti- 
tution had no funds. 

A copy of th<' paper containing the 
article was sent by the father of a 
pupil to him, and the latter showed 
it to Mr. Knott. 

As the statements were maliciously 
false, and calculated to cause u 
nu*s to parents who had pupils here 
at, school, the Superintendent im- 
mediately wrote out a reply which 
was published in Saturday's Evening 
/'us/. lie gives a complete history 
of every case which has been treated 
in the hospital since tin- disease 
broke out. There have been seven 
eases. The first occurred two or 
days after school opened, and 
when it looked serious (lie parents of 
the child were written to in regard to 

it. No answer was returned, and the 

child has been going to school again 
for the past two weeks. All the 
Other - ept one wore like the 

first, only slight, and those who were 
affected are all school again. 

The exception was severe in its 
character. The pupil had complain- 
ed of pains in the back and limbs 

three weeks before returning to 

school. Her mother is here attend- 
ing to her. No attempt by anyone 
OOSOeOted with the Institution has 
been maJe lo keep it from being 
known that tin- typhoid fever is in 
the house. 

The disease is quite prevalent over 
the State, and it is very likely .'hat if 
these pupils had remained al home 
they would have been down with it, 
and they certainly could not have re 
eeived as good treatment as they re- 
ceived here, nor would their recovery 
have been as rapid and complete. To 
the other charges the Superintendent 
speaks as follows :
